Atto rney Dixo n o f the Lo y al Amer­ 
icans o f the Republic filed in tbe cir 
cuit co urt o f Sangamo n co unty Tues­ 
day a suit against Edwin F. Smith 
and Ira J. Bell,fo r 133,000.

A writer in Co llier’s Weekly has 
sho wn in a recent article th at Ameri­ 
cans are eating less meat than they 
did fifty y ears o r so ago , and are co n­ 
suming mo re vegetables, cereals and 
dairy pro ducts. 
This can easily be 
believed, and the change undo ubtedly 
is o ne fo r the better. Even no w, ho w­ 
ever, the peo ple o f this co untry eat 
to o much meat as a rule, and their 
general health wo uld be impro ved by 
indulging in it mo re sparingly and by 
making greater us^e o f vegetables 
and cereals at their meals. 
Ameri­ 
cans are co ming to understand better 
y ear by y ear the nutritive value o fj 
o ther fo o ds and to realize th at meals 
made up almo st entirely o f meats are 
no t a necessity even in the case o f 
tho se who perfo rm hard labo r. No , 
hard and fast rules can be prescribed 
as to the quantity o f meat that is 
needed by each perso n in o rder to sus­ 
tain strength, because it will vary 
widely in the case o f different perso ns, 
but it can be ascertained easily by 
making experiments.
